said to be equal. Nor wil] the frank avowal of Senator Aldrich that he has 


jammed through the corporation tax: for the purpose of avoiding an income 
tax strengthe the position | of his party; already on the defensive before 


the. nation. 
As between the principle of the income tax and the principle of the 


corporation tax, there can be no shadow of comparison as regards fairness, 
equity, and the larger problem of providing adequate revenues for’ gov- 


ernmental maintenance.

In the last ten years, it is calculated that in the neighborhood of more 
than 500 lives have been lost, not to reckon maimings and disabilities, from 
the reckless wholeheartedness with which Young America goes at the job 
of celebrating. — 

As the day approaches, the dailies aucun the north and west are 
ominous with warning to parents and authorities, and many ‘are the laws 
and fegulations framed seeking to cut down the death-toll. The hospitals 
always expect a heavy influx and “first aids to the injured” are, in some 
instances, placarded in conspicuous city parks and corners. 

It is rather a satire on the genius of the day that it should be marked 
with carnage and mishaps and drunken brawis., Yet, in a measure, the same 
curious trait of the national temperament transforms the holiest day of the 
year, Christmas, into a grim and abhorrent _saturnalia. 

Evidently, we believe in getting away from the staid and sensible way 
in which the riper civilization of the old world celebrates its great holidays 


--even if the penalty is a somewhat staggering one.

One of the most far-sighted ‘and sagacious provisions of Gavernor Brown’s 
initial message was that in which he recommended the advisability of louble- 
tracking the main railway lines of the states. 

Directing attention to an estimate of $25,000,000 required for this un- 
dertaking, he further outlined the advantages of sych a movement, declaring 
that ‘‘not‘only would the money._spent during thefew years the building pro- 
gressed quickén the commerce of the entire state, resulting in greater se- 
curity of life, etc., but the carriers would need many more permanent em- 
ployees, whom the farmers must feed and otherwise furnish.” 

In this connection, a strong editorial in the most recent issue of The 
Manufacturers’ Record calls upon the.railroads of the country to prepare, 
on a generous scale, for the tremendous expansion of traffic, all portents of 
which now loom in no uncertain manner. ~ 

The ° ecord stresses what is of common knowledge, that the transporta- 
tion facilities of the country are tragically inadequate. It shows how they 
broke down completely under the fearful strain of 1907, the probability being 
that the glut.in transportation accentuated the stringency during its cMmax. 

Forecasting a resumption of business in such volume as will set a new 
record in American history, The Record thus logically summarizes the plain 


and imperative duty of the carriers: 


At the present time money i8 abundant, 
demand, and it is possible for railroads generally to secure 
for very large expenditures in the betterment of their facilities. It 
behooves every railroad in the country to recognize the situation. Al- 
though some roads are beginning to order more freely of rails and 
rolling stock and some few are considering extensions and branch 
lines, not one-half nor one-third of what ought to be done is being 
done. We shall soon be up against the proposition that the demand 
for iron and steel and coal and other products of the earth will 
exceed the supply» We shall soon find our railroads congested with 
traffic. Instead of an eager scramble on the part of transportation 
interests and business concerns generally, there will be a scramble of 
consumers for coal and iron and steel, and a scramble of shippers for 
freight room. It is worse than folLy, is almost criminal, for rail-

The need is not overdrawn. 

The farms, the factories, the mines and the forests of the country may 
produce wealth unprecedented in quantity and value: But if the primary 
factor of easy access to market and to port is at fault, the industry and 
thrift of the country’s producing elements will be largely nullified. 

In the face of such a situation, it is additionally fortunate that the rail- 
roads have little to fear from harsh or antagonistic legislation. 

The American public, generally, has awakened to the folly of “corpora- 
tion-baiting,” pure and simple. Here in Georgia, as Governor Brown em- 
phasizes, while the railroads will be expected to observe the letter and spirit 
of the law as rigorously as the humblest individual, they will be protected in 
tHeir investments, regardless of whether the latter ure domestic or from 
outside the state.

The bill provides that on and after 
January 1, 1911, the office of county 
treasurer shall be abolished in all the 
counties of the state, and that the 
county commissioners or ordinary in 
each county, as the case may be, shall 
select a solvent chartered bank as a 
depository for all county funds. 

In the event any county is without 
a chartered bank, it is to select a 
citizen of such county, who shall dis- 


charge all of the duties in connection’ 


with the county funds, such as would 
devolve upon a bank. 

It is provided that the county au- 
thorities shall pay no compensation 
to the bank for keeping county funds. 
In the case of individuals, the county 
authorities may provide for reasonable 
compensation. The banks selected as 
county depositories are to keep ac- 
curate accounts of county funds, sub- 
ject at all times to inspection, and 
the check of the proper county au- 
thorities shall be a sufficient voucher 
for the payment of such funds by the 
‘banks. Banks are to give bond, and 
are to be selected for a term not 
longer than two years. They are to 
Make regular reports to the grand 
jury just as is now required of county 
treasurers. .

REPORT ON CONFERENCE 
BY PROBATION OFFICER 


Probation Officer James M. Gloer, 
@ho recently returned from the Con- 
ference of Charities and Corrections, 
which was held at Buffalo, has made 
a most interesting report to the re- 


corder. | 

The report, which contains some 
very valuable information in regard to 
charity and the correction of juvenile 


offenders, is as follows: 

“aAtianta, Ga., June 29, 1909.—Hon. N. 
R. Broyles, Judge Juvenile Court. Dear 
Sir: I hand you herewith a report of 
findings and conclusions from attend- 
ing the twenty-sixth National Confer- 
ence of Charities and Corrections, 
which met in Buffalo, N. Y., June % 
to 16. 

“The opening address was, made by 
Ernest ’ P. Bickwell, of Washington, 
Dd. C.. who spoke very interestingly 
on the ‘Great Calamities and Disasters 
which had befallen the human family 
in the last three years: Said the Red 
Cross Society had, within these three 
years, raised and sent to sufferers of 
death-stricken communities over $4,- 


000.00. 

“We had in attendance over 1,500 
delegates, philanthropic men _ and 
women from almost every state in the 
union, Cuba, Canada and Germany, 
who discussed almost every ‘subject 
that tends to the elevation of man- 
kind. 

“Bspecially was I interested in all 
discussions pertainfig to children. 

Hon. William H. DeLacy. judge of the 
juvenile court of Washinajpn. 1D. C.. 
made several very fine speeches on 
juvenile and adult probation work. 
These sre some things he said: ‘God 
gave the world to the yoo gan, 4 of 
men. Religion, morality and educa- 
tion ke good citizens. All people 
have not eqnal opportunities,’ and that 
the fuventie court should look espe- 
cially to those without opportunities. 
Save « iuventie court judge and his

he would catch them: the same with 
crime. Explain to both child and 
parent that they must honor, respect 
and obey the laws of their country; 
that by so doing, they nor their chil- 
dren will never stoop to do these low 
things. 

“Judge DeLacy further says: ‘The 
management of public schools is 
largely responsible for children play- 
ing truant, as they have certain fixed 
rules for all children alike, when no 
two children are alike;’ says very 
nervous, delicate ‘children should be 
looked after more carefully than an 
ordinary healthy child. He says fur- 
ther: ‘He would not set three minutes 
as juvenile court judge if he couldn't 
do preventive work.’ 

‘“C. BB. Faulkner, of Minneapolis, 
says: ‘Judge of a juvenile court is 
different from ‘al] other judges, as he 
looks to the betterment of the child, 
home and society; that his work is 
preventive and helpful, and not de- 
structive; that he stands higher than 
any other judge, and his chief proba- 
tion officer stands next to him.’ 

“Judge DeLacy again said, in speak- 
ing of parent and child: ‘I will give 
a parent a chance to better the condi- 
tion of his home and.child, and then, 
if he doegn’t do it. I will send him to 
the work house and place his child in 
the hends of his probation officer.’ He 
further says: ‘Juvenile delinquency is 
at@ributable to vicious or unconcerned 
parents, and that such. parents must 
awake to their, duties toward their 
children.’ Ms 

“Hon. J. M. Moses, judge of the 
juventie court of Baltimore, and many 
other iudges and philanthropic work- 
ers, spoke on similar lHnes, all agree- 
ing that children should have re 
care, and that fuvenile courts shotld 
go -down deeper in the homes of the 
wavward and delinquent ildren. 

“Probation officers and juvenile 
court judges held several meeting<, 
ditcussing their modes of dealing with 
children and their parents, such dis- 
cussions being very interesting and in- 
structive. The general consensus of 
opinion was that the children’s court 
should be held separate from adult 


care 

sken, and also more time 

ven inthe trials of chil- 

dren; thet one child should not hear 

the triat_of another, and that the child 
made to feel’ that the 
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law, as the future destinv of the child 
is at stake. and everything possible 
should be done to uplift, rather than 
degrade. That children should often 
be taken by the court, from their 
homes, temporarily, until the home is 
made fit for the’ children, and when 
the probation officer makes investiga- 
tion and finds that the home had been 
fitted up for the children. then recom- 
mend to the court that the children be 
returned to their own home again. 
That a child should never be taken 
from his own home and placed in an 
institution, wniless it be for the “best 
interest of the _ child.

In a news story a few days ago 
mention was made that Captain James 
W. English had embodied in the new 
city charter a section providing for 
the pensioning of policemen and fire- 
men. Credit should also have been 
given to ex-Mayor W. R. Joyner, who 
started an offftial movement for such 


a pension.

Founder. 


Washington, July 3.—Declaring that 
unlike the Pretorian guard of Rome, 
the men who made up the union forces 
during the civil war were in favor of 
free institutions; that they fought for 
them and did not intend to sacrifice 
them to anything else, President Taft 
today, as the principal speaker at the 
unveiling of a memorial to Dr. Ben- 
jamin Franklin Stephenson, founder of) 
the Grand Army of the Republic, paid 
a glowing tribute to that organization. 
Congress, having contributed to the 
cost of the memorial, President Taft 
said he was present in his official ca- 
pacity. He remained throughout the 
exercises, which lasted more than an 
hour and a half. 

The ceremonies attending the unvell- 
ing were simple, but impressive, and 
were more or less officiaPin their char- 
acter. 

President Taft said in part: The 
Grand Army of the Republic is most 
useful in this: It represents the con- 
centrated opinion of thew men who 
fought in the war to reserve the 
union, and it, therefore, may give au- 
tohritative expression which no other 
body and no other part of the people 
can give, to-wit: Forgetfulness of the 
bitterness of the strife which existed 
during the four years of the war. I 
am giad to say that while that bitter- 
ness may in a few instances obtain, 
you will never find ft to exist between 
the men who actually exposed their 
lives on one side and the men who ex- 
poged their lives on the other.

Washington, July 3.—The maximum 
and minimum provisions of the tariff 
bill were adopted by the senate today 
by a vote of 36 to 18. The final action 
upon this amendment came at the close 
of a day devoted to a lively discussion 
of the proposed retaliatory measure 
that brought out a great variety of 
views as to the advisability of.enact- 
ing euch legislation. The provisions 
of thts measure will go into effect 
March 31, 1910, and ninety days must 
elapse before a president's proclama- 
tion applying the maximum duty of 
26 per cent ad valorem in addition to 
other duties provided in the bill wilt 
be operative. The duty on 
coffee, as provided in the amendment 
originally reported by the commk&tee 
was stricken out with the assent of 
the finance committee, upon an amend- 
ment offered by Senator Daniel. 

The senate also agreed to vote upon 
the submission of an income amend- 
ment to the constitution to the sev- 
eral states for ratification, this vote 
to be taken upon the resolution and 
all amendments next Monday at 1 
o'clock. 

Substitute Is Offered. 

Mr. Aldrich, soon after the assem- 
bling, proceeded to explain the sen- 
ate’s substitute for the original max- 
imum and minimum provision of the 
bill as it passed the house. The house 
provided for a specified inorease of the 
rates of duty on numerous articles 
fixed by the bill in case of the failure 
of the country from which any given 
article should come to grant to the 
iinports from, the United States tho 
same terms given to importations from 
the most favored nations. The senate 
committee on finance presented aA 


increase of 26 per cent over the rates 
of the Payne-Aldrich bill against coun- 
tries which, by expert bounty or oth- 
erwise, discriminate against the United 
States. The amendment provided that 
the additional rate should go into ef- 
fect immediately unless the president 
should, after March 31, 1910, issue 3 
proclamation that no such discrimina- 
| tion exists. 

The amendment also provided a duty 
of 6 cents a pound on coffee and 10 
cents. a pound on tea coming from

Bargain Store. 


One Child Dying and Twenty 
Women and Children In- 
jured---Panic Was Caused by 
Two Women Seuffling Over 
One Article. 


Detroit, July $.—One child is dying 
and abéut twenty more women and 
children are suffering from severe in- 
juries received today in a panic in the 
Kress. ‘five and@ | ten-cent store, on 
Woodward avenue, following the cry 
of “fire,” after. a scuffle between two 
women over a bargain on the second 
floor of the establishment. 

About 600 women and children were 
swept acroas the-floor to the stairs 
and jammed into a panic-stricken, 
screaming, fighting mob, which broke 
down the guard rails on One of ‘the 
stairways, and trampled over all. who 
lost ‘their footing. Many of those 
whose passageway to the stairs was 
blocked rushed te the windows § and 
tried to jump to the street below. For- 
tunately, however, the warning cries of 
persons on the street deterred them. 

Ross Bascondi, 7 years of age, is re- 
ported dying at St. Mary's hospital 


from a fractured skull. 

She was knocked down and trampjed 
‘upon, and nearly a dozen more ‘women 
and children are in the same institu- 
tion-less seriously injured. A number 
were Blso given emergency treatment 
for thejr bruises and small cuts at the 
store, and went to their homes. 

It was the opening day of the con- 
cern in a new location on one of the 
most prominent corners in the city-— 
Woodward avenue and State street. 
Probably 2,000 persons, principally 
women, were in the five-story’ build- 
ing when the panic started. 

The excitement attracted the atten- 
tion of those nearby. The on-lookers 
pressed about them, and suddenly. the 
cry ‘fire’ was heard. The hundreds 
of shoppers instantly became a mad- 
dened, fighting mob, rushing for the 
stairway at the rear of the building. 
They surged down the aisles and 
packed themselves into such a sofid 
mass on the stairs that the guard rails 
gave way, precipitating several of the 
struggling women to the floor below. 
The stairway, the floor, below, and the 
second floor above became one solid 
mase of frightened, screaming women 
and children. Clothes were torn, hats 
were ripped off, and those who were 
unfortunate enough to lose their foot- 
ing were trampled upon. : 

Employees of the stores, assisted by 
police officers, finally convinced the 
crowd that the building was not on 
fire, and succeeded {pn calming them. 
Ambulances were summoned, .and_ the 
injured were hurried to hospitals.

Mr. Crawford énce said that he had 
written one of_his longest novels in 
six weeks, and, moreover, this novel 
was written out in his own hand, with- 
in that space of time.

150,000 Native Christians. 

I am glad to have this country as 
my first field for such investigation. 
The Koreans are now doing more than 
any other nation along such lines. 
Our missionaries went to the Japan- 
ese first, but Korea has today more 
eonverts than Japan and proportion- 
ately many times more than China, 
which has been ‘exploited by the 
churches for several generations. 

The Christian movement is one of 
the vital elements of the reorganiza- 
tion pf this country. A great revival 
is now taking place among the people, 
and more than thirty thousand con- 
yerts have been added to the church 
within @ year. There are about one 
hundred and fifty thousand native 
Christians, and there will be two hun- 
dred thousand before many months. 
This land has, all told, a population 
of less than fifteen millions, and of 
these one in every hundred has pto- 
feased our religion. If a similar suc- 
ceés could be had in Japan that coun- 
‘try would have five hundred /thousand 
Christians; if in China, it w uld have 
four millions, and if in India, three 

illions or more. 
ye Pa remember the wond rful work 
t@hich was done by Edw d Hiverett 
Hale’s plan of ‘Ten tipies e is ten’ — 
the endless chain principle—in which 
every one engaged to interest ten 
others in making the worjd petter. The 
same thing, although not on a nue 
merical scale,’ ia going on in Korea, 
The convérted natives are different 
from us in that as soon as they adopt 

Christianity they go out and try to 
convert ‘thetr friends and neighbors. 

Indeed, the mission movement is now 
being pushed by the natives themselve 
under the direction of our mission- 
aries. Native churches are beijing built 
by native contributions tn all of the 
cities, and there is a Korean congrega- 

tion in every ‘large village. © The 
Protestant organizatiogs already num- 
ber something like 120,000 adherents, 
while the.

The Koreans at Church. 
You religious drones of the United 


| States, who stay at home from church 


and prayer meeting whenever it rains, 
should come out to Korea to learn 
what live Christianity means! Take, 
for instance, a native church which I 
attended this week. It was that of Dr. 
J. 8S. Gale, belonging to the Presby- 


terian mission in Seoul. The church 


ace of the emperor, and above the big 
technical school which the Japanese 
have just founded. Its audience hall is 
sixty feet wide by eighty feet long, 
and it seats about fifteen hundred. This 
church was built by native contribu- 
tions, and its members gave $2,500 to 
its support last year. In connection 
with two oiher native Presbyterian 
congregations, its ‘members are _ sup- 
porting two mission churches outside 
the city. This church has a regular 
attendance of 1,200, and when I enter- 
ed it last Sunday there were more than 
that in the audience room. Fully six 


hundred of those present were men. I 
doubt much if any United States city 
of 200,000 has a single church with 
six hundred men among its regular 
attendants; and more than five hun- 
dred of these Korean men had come 
to Sunday school as well as to church. 
There were fully that many women. 

But how do I know that the men 
and women were equally divided? 

That is easy in a Koreah congrega- 
tion. The mén all sit together on one- 
half the church floor; while the wom- 
en are squatted om the other half, a 

de canvas screen being stretched 

m one end of the church to the 
otter between them. The women are 
supposed not to be seen by any men 
but their husbands. They come to the 
church with green cloaks wrapped 
around their heads ‘and they put these 
on upon going out. 

The charch floér is covered with 
white matting. All take off their shoes 
as they come in and lay them beside 
them on the floor as they listen to 
the sermon. At'the front of the hall 


‘is & rostrum supporting a pulpit, from 


the middle of which the scréen ex- 
tends through the church, so that both 
men and women caih bee thé pastor 
and hé can see them. It was on this | 
rostrum I sat. 

se A Queer Congregation. 

The  congrégation tomprisea i! 
classes of Koreans, Among thé men 
were cabinet ministers; governors and 
abi ce sitting side by side-with com- 
gooes and otters of the tower 
clasaes.. The . same. differences’ of 
condition’ ‘were observed among. the 
yvomen. The men all-‘wore hats, and, 
of the women, all were bareheaded. 
The men on gowns of white, rose- 
Pink or sky-blue grass cloths or cot- 
ton, with white cotton under trous. 
ers and white padded stockings, Their

their hair was carefully combed. Some 
of the women had babies with them, 
and I heard a slight squall now and 
then. Before the sermon began one 
little girl siood up with her baby sis- 
ter tied to her back. The little one 
was crying. The girl rose and fell 
on her toes to quiet it. 

I have never seén such attention in 
any church. The faces of the people 
fairly shone as one of the elders, 
nicknamed the wisest man in kh orea, 
once a member of the Korétan léega- 
tion in. Washington, addressed -hem. 
There was not a snore to be heard, 
end of the whole twelve hundred not 
cne went tc sieep. The preacher held 
them from start to close, now ard 
then bringing out laughter. After this 
a hymn wes sung, the precentor

er, Hymn books were used by all, an 

every one in that congregation is oak 
to read. Indeed, the ehungh will not 
take in any one who cannet read the 
Scriptures. When a man becomes con- 
verted he ic asked as to his educa- 
tior and is told he must learn to read 
before the church will admit him. The 
Korean language is such that this can 
be accomplished in the epace of one 
month or:-so. Indeed, the spur of the 
Gesire for church membership is one 
of the great forces now working to- 
ward the education of the Koreans, 

Hew Money Talks. 

After this hymn was sung fifty men 
and women were baptized and taken 
into the church. They were all full 
grown and the sexes were about equal- 
ly divided. They sat on the floor dur- 
ing the ceremony, the Rev. Dr. Gale 
touching the heads of each with water 
from a giass bowl. 

Before the dismissal a collection 
was taken. up, and it seemed to me 
that every one gave something, al- 
though most could afford but a penny 
or so. Qne woman brought in $7. 
This was the widow of a honey mer- 
chant who’ had a church box, in which 
he put his odd certs, and when the 
accumulation amounted to some- 
thing turned it in. His widow is do- 
ing the same, and this was her gift 
for the month. No one who does not 
appreciate the poverty of Korea can 
realize how the people are giving. 
They say money talks, If te fells the 
truth, these people believe what they 
profess... — 

Faith With Works. 

Faith without works is said to be 
dead. It so’ our American Christian- 
ity is in a bad state in com parison 
with Koreen Christianity. There is 
a: Methodiat church in Seoul, . main- 
tained by the natives, which is larger 
and quite ae eAfnést as the one I have 
described, and there are a number of 
other mission Churches, most of which 
receive’ fittle help outside Korea. 
There aré many plates in which money 
could be used to advantage, and I 
know of no foreign country where it 
will meet with such large returns as 
right here. Some of the native 
churches are miserably poor. Take 
that of Dr. Bunker, near the east gate 
in Seoul. It wonsists of one room of 
about the size of a parlor in 4n Amer- 
ican flat, and so small thet only 100 
men can be crowded down upon the 
floor. At all the services itn that 
church the doors and windows are 
full and many must stand outside. 
It has three meetings every Sunday 
morning. There is one for boys, which 
laste from 8 to 10; then one for men, 
from 10 to 12, and after that a third 
service for the women. Dr.’ Bunker 
telis me that his people all give, ai- 
though they are of the poorest class 
of Koreans, and that many of them 
cut down their food in order to give 
to the church. They will eat a spoon. 
ful or so less rice at @ meal or per- 
heps eat half the meal amount on one 
day every week. The collectiona of 
the congregation amount to about $@ 
per Sunday, and this is made up of 
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‘tures and 


tized one woman who was 79 years of 
age. 

At Pyvengyang there is a Presbytér- 
ian chureh which has twenty-two hun- 
dred regular attendants on Sundays 
and twelve hundred at the prayer 
meetings during mid-week. One of 
its members is a middle-aged woman 
who walks ten miles in from the coun- 
tny twice a week, rain or shine. Think 
of walking farty miles a week to 
preaching and prayer meeting! That 
is what she does. 

Bible Study Classes. 

An interesting feature of the Chris- 
tian movement here is the Bible study 
classes which are earried on regularly 
in different parts of the country at 
certain times of the year. These peo- 
ple are anxious to study the Scrip- 
to have them explained. 
Many of them commit parts of the 
New Testament, the Proverbs and 
Psaims, and Dr. Gele tells me that he 
has members of his church whom 
he uses as a concordance, asking them 
where certain verses of the Scriptures 
are instead of looking at the books. 
At a Christmas celebration last win- 
ter an old woman of eighty-three was 
told to repeat some verses from the 
Bible. She started in with Proverbs, 
and rattled off three chapters before 
they were able to stop her. She said 
she could give six more if they want- 
ed them. That woman walks three 
miles every Sunday to church. 

The Bible study classes come in the 
winter and spring. The men have one 
time and the women another when 
they thus meet together. They will 
walk for miles to these classes, bring- 
ing their rice or enough money to pay 
for their board while they stay. Some 
come 200 miles and walk all the way. 
These meetings last two weeks and 
during this time the people read and 
discuss the Scriptures. Last year the 
men’s classes were held in February, 
and those for the women in March. 
At the meetings in Seoul there were 
400 men, some of whom came from 
near the Sea of Japan, some from the 
north and others from aj) over. the 
country. The meetings were led by one 
of the foreign missionaries who gave 
an outline of the book of the New 
Testament which had been selected for 
study. After thie, tne men read the 
book together, asking questions and 
discussing each verse. They all took 
notes in order to carry their learning 
back to their’ villages. At the wom- 
an's meeting the foreign ladies pre- 
sided amd the exercises were similar. 

The Medical Mirstons. | 

I might write a chapter on the medi- 
cal missione of Korea. American 
doctors have done enormous good here. 
There are twelve hospitals and dispen- 
saries scattered over the country, In 
which sixty thousand patients are an- 
nually treated, and there are specia! 
corps .of trained workers, including 
teachers, doctors and nurses, who Are 
doing a great deal for Korean women 
along such lines. The big Red Cross 
hospital which the Japanese havé open- 
ed is based upon work done by the 
miaesionaries, and one of its leading 
doctors is William B. Scranton, who 
came here twenty-five years ago as a 
medical missionary of the Methodist 
church, 

It wes Dr. Horace N. Allen who 
sewed up the body of Prince Min Yung 
Ik when he was cut almost to pieces in 
a revolt. at the. palace. He thereby 
gained the good will of the king. This 
insured to the missionaries the friend- 
ship of the nobility and enabled 
America for years to lead in all the 
advanced movements here, Dr, Allen 
risked his life in attempting that cure. 
When he. arrived at the palace. he 
found thirteen native physicians about 
to pour bolling wax into the gaping 
wounds of the prince; and it wae only 
by tact that he was able to make 
them stand back and allow. him to 
dress the wounds, As @ thank offer- 
ing the king then started a govern- 
mént hospital with Allen in charge, It 
had forty beds and it treated over ten 
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the Gospel .has four. The Presbyte- 
rians have a number of hospitals, one 
of the largest of them being the 
Severance hospital, situated outside 
the Nan-dai-mon Gate. This is the gift 
of Louis M. Severance, a well-known 
Presbyterian. business man of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, who has siven a great deal 
of money toward mission work 
throughout the far @ast. Mr. Sever- 
ance takes a business look at such un- 
dertakings. He says he believes that 
money invested in missions in Korea 


pays bigger dividends in the way of 
results than the same money so _ in- 
vested anywhere else. The head of 
this hospital is Dr. Avison, and the 
chief assistant is Dr. J. W. Hirst, of 
Philadelphia. This “hospital treated 
something like eleven thousand pa- 
tients last year, of whom more than 
nine thousand came to the disper- 
sary. The hospital is now practically 
self-supporting. It receives oniy $160 
a year from America, the rest of the 
expenses, amounting to 13,000 yen, 
coming from the work of the phy- 
sicians in charge. A large part of this 
is derived from Korean patients, and 
over $4,000 from medical services to 
foreigners in Seoul. The hospital has 
a medical college connected with it 
and’it graduated seven Korean doctors 
last year. It has Korean nurses and a 
nurses’ training school, and also a 
clinic at which the better class Ko- 
rean patients pay 1 yen per visit. 
The Korean Y. M. ©. A. 

One of the most striking of the new 
buildings*of Seoul is a_ three-story 
brick structure which has just been 
completed near the old Bell Tower in 
the heart of the city. This is the home 
of the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion. It is the gift of John Wana- 
maker, and, as far as good is concern- 
ed, it will probably do more, dollar for 
dollar, than any money he has ever 
spent. The building has cost less than 
$40,000, but it could not be erected in 
the United States for three times that, 
and, with the ground upon which it 
stands, it is worth several hundred 
thougand dollars today. It covers, I 
judge, something like a quarter of an 
acre and is thoroughly equipped as a 
technical school, and as a modern 
educational institution similar to the 
Y. M. C. A.’s of our country. It has a 
large lecture hall, social rooms and 
lacks only a modern gynasium to 
make tt complete. There is room on 
the lot for this and it will be added 
as soon as the money can be raised. 

The Korean Y. M. C, A. ie only eight 
years old; but it nas already 1,300 
members, and these comprise some of 
the best men of Korea. When the 
corner stone of the new building was 
laid, Prince Ito aided in the celebration 
and the little crown prince, who is 
now in Japan, gave $56,000 to the as- 
sociation in bank notes often yen each. 
It was the prince who laid the corner 
stone, and his name is on the front 
of the building. 

Among the membere of the Y. M. C. 
A. are fifty high Kerean officials, 
students of the modern schools and 
colleges. here, and leading men tn the 
business and missionary circle. A

Eight Men Convicted of the 
Murder of Captain Rankin 
Win in Tennessee Sypremc 
~ Court -—- Storm of ra gabirk 
Greets Decision:

Jackson, Tenr., July 3.—-The cases 
of the eight night riders, six of whom 
were under the death sentence, charged 
with the murder of Captain Quentin 
Rankin at Walnut Log on Reelfoo¥Y 
lake pn October 19 last, were reversed 
by the supreme court today and were 
remanded for new trials. 

Excitement Intense. 

The six men who were under the 
death sentence are Garrett Johnson, 
Alleged leader of the night riders’ or- 
ganization in Obion county; Arthur 
Cloar, Fred Pinion, Sam Applewhite, 
Tid Burton and Rov Ransom. The 
other two. Bud Morris and Bob Huff- 
man, were convicted of murder. tn the 
second degree. 

When the eight cases were called in| 
the supreme court this morning, the }- 
court room was crowded to the point 
of congestion. Friends and sympa- 
thizers of the accused were there by 
the score and the exgitement was in- 
tense. The prisoners bore an air of 
confidence as they were brought into 
the court room heavily guarded. They 
greeted their friends and shook hands 
with their attorney, Hon. Rice A. 
Pierce. 

The opinion in the case was deliver- 
ed bv Special Justice Henry A. Craft, 
of Memphis, appointed in the stead of 
Justice M. M. Nell. The reading of the 
opinion required more than an hour, 
and in that time the tense stillness 
was onlv broken by the sound of Jus- 
tice Craft's voice. 

Reasons for Reversal. 

In reversing the cases he assigned 
two principal reasons. The first was 
that the grand jury which found the 
indictments against/the alleged night 
riders was not selected in a proper 
mariner. The grand jury: was selected 
out of a panel named by Judge J. B. 
Jones, the trial judge, whereas the 
law provides the pane! must be chosen 
by at least three members of the coun- 
ty court. The second error on which 
the reversal was based was that the 
state did not allow the defendants a 
sufficient number of challenges. The 
eight were tried on a joint indictment, 
and the court upheld the state's con- 
tention that the eight defendants were 
only entitled to the legal number of 
challenges, twenty-four, which would 
apply if one man wag on trial. 

When Justice Craft concluded his 
opinion a storm of applause bréke out 
in the court room, but was quickly 
stilled by Marshal Deeming and his 
deputies. The prisoners will be taken 
‘back to Union City and an effort will 
be made to secure their release on 
bail, pending a second trial of their 
cases.

The Legislature Has It. 

In any event, and even though Gov- 
ernor Smith did not present it, the 
legislature now has this aspect of the 
ease before it, and in such a manner 
that it has eclipsed completely the 
message sent in by the former gov- 
ernor announcing his suspension of 
the chairman. : 

It is agreed that under Governor 

Smith’s message there would have been 
no suggesstion of impeachment; in fact, 
many members express the opinion that

What Will the Committee Dot 

There is an apparent dispute as to 
the precise functions of the joint com- 
mittee.

Germce and a recommendation to each 
body? 

The understanding on the senate 
side is, unquestionably, that the com- 
mittee’s function is simply to take the 
evidence anq report it to both houses, 
and no more, leaving it to the mem- 
bers to reach their own conclusions 
with any question of sustaining or ad- 
versing. a committee report. 

On the other hand, among many 
house members it is the understanding 
that the committee is to make a rec- 
Oommendation as to what should be the 
course of the general assembly.

The MoLendon case thus presents 
some peculfarly interesting aspects; it 
presents others which have not yet 
come to the surface, according to capi- 
tol corridor gossip, and‘ which will 
prove equally interesting if not  pe- 
cultar.

Homes Make Teacher's Life 
a Burden and Pave Way for 
Criminal Career for Children 


Denver, Col., 
American homes and society are reai- 
sponsible for the influences that make 
the teachers’ life a burden and in the 
end result in the influences which cor- 
rupt the morals and pave the way for 
a cNimna! career in ahildren, I. C. Me- 
Netll, superintendent of schools of Mem- 
phis, Tenn., created a sensation before 
the National Councoll of Education te- 
day. 

Preliminary Meeting. 

The meetng was preliminary to the 
sessione of the National Educational 
Association, which begins Monday even- 
ing. 

The principal subject before the 
council, was care of . delinquents, re- 
ferred to as “exceptional children.” 

This subject, together with the re- 
port of the committee on moral train- 
ing, culture element and economy of 
time in teaching, industrial teaching, 
incorporation with other countries and 
educational progress were discussed. 

The introductory statement in the 
discuaesion of delinquents was made Dy 
James H, Van Sickle, superintendent of 
schools of Baltimore, who was omewed 
by Mr. McNeill. 

Parents Make menedacadh: 

“Some teaghing is so unscientific and 
consequently so spiritiess that it would 
make most any child delinquent,” said 
Mr. McNeill. “Parents and teachers 
often made delinquents of children 
by fallimg to observe the fundamental 
things and processes incident to growth 
and develepment. They make children 
hate books by forcing them to read be- 
fore an interest in reading is aroused. 
By rushing them into arithmetical or 
grammatical analysis before their de- 
velopment warrants it, they are made 
to dislike the subjects. Permanent 
aversion to school is the legitimate re- 
sult of putting children at work on 
studies they are not mature enough 
to apprehend. The method of presen- 
tation, however, often counts for as 
much as maturity. 

‘tInless the delinquent classes have 


| the benefits of the kind of education 


which is adapted to their peculiar 
needs,” he said, “they grow up among 
us and recruit the army of people who 
never fit anywhere. They fill the poor- 
houses, the prisons, the asylums and 
the slume. They produce and repro- 
duce their kind and bring about a feel- 
ing of social unrest, which is growing

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Here is, perhaps, one of the most 
peculiar punctures an automobile tire 
It is a railroad 4pike 
driven squarely through the tire and 
held so tightly that it was impossible 
to ptill it out by hand. Not only that, 
but so tightly was it wedged that none 
of the air escaped from the tire, and 
it had to be let out through the valve 
before the tire could be taken off in 
order to replace it with* another one. 
It is a Goodrich tire and was used on 
a White Steamer of the same type as is 
used by The Constitution’s official 
pathfinder. The tire was a brand-new 
one and had not been put on much more 
than an hour. The accident happened 
near Smarr’s station on the Central 
railroad between Macon and Atlanta.

Increased funds tor the maintenance 
of the higher educational institutions 
of the state will, be asked at the hands 
of the present general asembly. a 
state institutions are growing fro 
year to year, and heavier demands are 
constantly being made upon them. 
Hence the necessity for more funds to 
meet their expenses. 

The Georgia School of Technology 
will ask this year a maintenance fund 
of $70,000 instead of $60,000 given it 
by the last legislature. The Tech will 
also ask for a special appropriation of 
$30,000 for new buildings and equip- 


ment. . 

The State Normal School, at Athens, 
wants $42,000 for matntenance this 
year, an increase of $6,000, and is also 
asking for a special appropriation of 
$25,000 for a new recitation hall, of 
which it is gréatiy in need. 

The State College of Agriculture at

The man who set the first line of 
type on The Constitution came to De- 
catur Friday to cast his vote in favor 
of “dissolution.” 
‘lncle Ike Pilgrim” is the familiar 
name he bears, and that first line read 
ae The Constitution, Published Daily, 
Except Sundays.” 

It has been forty-one years 
‘Unele Ike” set that first line, and 
then he was the oldest printer in 
Georgia, except Uncle Zion Bridwell, 
and yet, on Friday, ne was as Spry as 
men of forty around the polis, and was 
pronounced in favor of merging De- 
Kalb into Fulton, a 

It is not strange that “Uncle Ike 
should be in favor of going into Ful- 
ton, for this, he views it, would put 

in closer touch’ with Atlanta, 
where he has pulled the, old Washing- 
ton press to get out the dailies, and 
oanid turt out his “token” an hour and 
“fy the frisket” with an ease that 
made his “roller boy’ glad at heart 
for the prospective holiday that was 
given as the reward for speed in. the 
delivery of the week's editions. From 
the Washington hand-press to the 
great perfected presses of today; from 
the first little paper of Atlanta on to 
the great ang grand Constitution, and 
then for thirty-five years’ of service On 
that he was never known to fag or to 
complain. He was “boss” of the ads 
for years, and nothing on earth could 
divert him from attention to his de- 
partment until he had everything ar- 
ranged for the edition. The Charles- 
ton earthquake wae a trying night on 
the printers. The building rocked like 
a cradle, and there was @ stampede 
down the old back steps that used to 
be there. Some who hed been on 
crutches and could hardly navigate 
around on the smooth floor, forgot all 
about their crippled condition and went 
to the bottom four or five steps at a 
ag ‘Uncle Ike” never lost a lick— 

e Was setting slugsged nonpareil and 
earthquakes might quake and cyclones 
blow, but never would he quit setting 
slugged nonpareil. This was a weak- 
ness of his. He was terrible on “phat,” 
especially “phat” nonpareil, and to this 
day. I doubt not but what there are

and losing “phat.” He was the only 
man that remained in the building on 
the night of the Charleston earthquake 
—he never lost a lick. 

“lIncle Ike's” father dug the first 

ve and buried the first one ever 
uried in Oakland cemetery. “Uncle 
Ike” was at this burial, and another 
gentleman of our county—-Major W. 

Houston—was there, perhaps the 
only persons Iiving today that were 
there. This burial was of k man who 
had come down here form the north 
to gure his consumption. He was a 
tailor by trade, and did well until he 
sickened and died. 

“Uncle Ike” has been a devoted mem- 
ber of Central lodge of Od4 Fellows 


since 


for fifty years. During the war, when 
men were mighty scarce here at 
home a man by the name of Barnes 
undertook to train “Uncle Ike” to do 
some theatrical stunts, and this is all 
the failure that can bé recorded against 
his long and honorable line. Mr. Barnes 
wanted him to sing a part along with 
some elegant liadies, but his voice 
broke up the rehearsals till Mr. Barnes 
withdrew him from that role and 
dressed him in skirts to play the part 
of the servant girl. It was in the days 
of .hoopskirts, and “Uncle Ike” was 
dressed in style with bamboo briars 
for the hoops. He did pretty well til) 
he went to-take a seat in front of his 
audience, but then, as he flopped down 
in the cheir, the hoopskirts and ail! 
flopped over his head. He will tell you 
today that these old hoops had a cu- 
rious way of rearing up if you didn’t 
kno wexactly how to sit down with 
them on. Mr. Barres kindly and af- 
fectionately dispensed with ‘Uncle 
Ike’s” services, and.in that is the only 
failure that can be brought against 
his life. He can sing, though, he says. 

During the war every citizen was a 
fireman. Whenever the fire bells 
rang printers were required to. throw 
down everything and.hurry to the en- 
gine houses. a pult the-dhac 8 to 
the conflagration, where they would 
pump for life, as old fire engines were 
then pumped by hand, twenty men on 
each side working up and down. This 
going to the fires was compulsory, as 
all men then were subject to the con- 
script law, and must obey or go to the 
“front.” Printers were exempt from 
the field, but they had to fight the 
fires, and-there was lots of it, especi- 
ally in old Sherman's day. ‘Uncle 
Ike" was one of the most active fire- 
men and received and deserved much 
praise, and but for a few little errors 
he has né@ regrets in all the incidents 
of those days. Once when the bells 
rang he was just finishing a “take,” 
and in the hurry and anxiety to finish 
before he went, the editor wrote 
“Found dead in the cellar of a house.” 
“Uncle Ike” put it “Found dead in the 
collar of a horse,” and it went through 
that way. Once more under the same 
hurry what the editor desired to ap- 
pear as “Nearer My God to Thee,” 
“Umclie Ike” put it “Nearer my girl 
to thee.” But he was a clean, com- 
petent printer, faithful always, cheer- 
ful and generous among his fellow 
workmen and as good and true a citi- 
zen as ever Atlanta had. He lives 5 
miles from Decatur on a splendid lit- 
tle farm and today is as cheerful as 
he was forty years ago. He claims 
now that but for his eyesight he could 
set as many type as he ever did and 
likes to boast that he is only 75 years 
old, but Brown swears he knew him 
eighty years ago and he looked as old 
then as he does now. His father was 
the first sexton of Atlanta, opened 
Oakland and was surely over a hun- 
dred when he died. Anyhow, no mat- 
ter how old “Uncle Ike” may be, he 
grows old beautifully apd is remem- 
bered most affectionately by the 
friends of long ago.

This 
will entitle her to a home in the insti- 
tution after her sixtieth birthday, un- 
til death. 

Such institutions are numerous else- 
where, and there seems to be a need 
for one in Atlanta. There are many 
women who do not desire charity,*and 
vet who have not means enough to 
meke old fage comfortable. A mod- 
efate sunf paid in the shape of a life 
certificate in the Old Women’s Home, 
either by themselves or friends, will 
maké their declining: years quiet and 
ebmfortable.
